LOCAL TIME. EMBASSY IS REQUESTED TO CONSULT WITH LOCAL 
OFFICIALS TO INSURE THAT AIRCRAFTS ARE DOCKED IN AS 
CLOSE PROXIMITY AS POSSIBLE. 
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2) DENT AND PORTIONS OF HIS PARTY WILL BOARD SHULTZ CRAFT 
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AND DEPART TEHRAN 1715 LOCAL, 9/28, FOR USSR. 

3) PORTIONS OF SHULTZ PARTY AND PORTIONS OF DENT PARTY 
WILL REMAIN OVERNIGHT IN TEHRAN. REQUEST EMBASSY INFORM 
YOUR HOST GOVERNMENT AS COURTESY IF DEEMED APPROPRIATE.

9/29. PARTY TO REMAIN WILL INCLUDE APPROXIMATELY EIGHT

4) CUSTOMS, HEALTH AND IMMIGRATION: 

REQUEST BULK CLEARANCE AND WAIVER OF VISAS IF REQUIRED FOR 
ENTIRE PARTY AND AIRCRAFT CREWS. PASSPORT NUMBERS, PLACE 
AND DATE OF BIRTH PROVIDED SEPTEL. PARTY HAS ALL NECESSARY 
SHOTS. ASSIGN EMBOFF TO RECEIVE PASSPORTS FROM MR. MATT 
HENNESEY ABOARD SHULTZ PLANE AND MR. WM. GLASSFORD ABOARD 
DENT PLANE AND HANDLE ENTRY/EXIT FORMALITIES. 

5) GROUND TRANSPORTATION: 

PLEASE PROVIDE TEN (10) MEDIUM OR LIGHT SEDANS WITH
